Some Stands of Sweet Corn Are Hit by Bacterial Wilt

Bacterial wilt may be attack­ 
ing some sweet corn 
stands 
which were planted early. 
Narrow, 
yellowish 
streaks 
appear in the leaves; then the 
y e l l o w tissue wilts a n d 
turns brown. 
When 
several 
streaks are formed, the leaf 
shrivels and dies. The end of 


the l e a v e s turn brown and 
look like they had been dam­ 
aged by frost. 
In some cases entire plants 
will die. In others, the plant 
will be stunted and fail to pro­ 
duce a good ear of corn.

cut, droplets of yellow ooze may 
be seen at each cut fiber.

Clean Combine 


Before Harvest 


Cleaning the combine is t h e 
first step to selling high quality 
wheat. 
Many farm ers overlook the 
fact that the combine which con­ 
tained some grain after l a s t 
year’s harvest is a probable 
source of rat and mouse pellets 
and bird and p o u l t r y drop­ 
pings. This makes the 
equip­ 
ment an unsuspected carrier 
of contamination. 
Grain which is so contaminat­ 
ed r e c e i v e s the designation 
“ sample grade,” along with an 
inspector’s notation that t h e 
grain is 
of 
“distinctly 
lo w 
quality.” 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration will classify as unfit for 
human consumption any wheat 
containing one rodent pellet per 
pint of grain. It also may confis­ 
cate the wheat and subject the 
owner to possible court action, 
fines and imprisonment. 


Summertime is here to stay 
for awhile. And what goes better 
with summer than cool crisp sa­ 
lads! Salads play many roles. 
Salads fit any course or menu. 
There are recipes suited to ev­ 
ery budget and every taste — 
from old-fashioned potato salad 
to luxurious crabm eat or lob­ 
ster. 
Regardless of their place in 
the meal, salads should contri­ 
bute coolness and crispness, co­ 
lor, flavor and interest to the 
menu. 
First course salads are de­ 
signed to whet 
the 
appetite. 
Served with the main course, 
they are light and simple and 
the portions are fairly small. 
Main course salads take the 
leading role in the menu. They 
include meat, fish, eggs, and 
cheese as well as vegetables and 
fruit combinations. Dessert sa­ 
lads include fruit gelatins, froz­ 
en salads, rich fruit salads and 
assorted fruit platters. 
Preparing an attractive tasty 
salad can be as creative and 
satisfying as arranging a beau­ 
tiful floral centerpiece. Try for 
pleasing c o l o r combinations. 
Keep them simple and try to 
avoid a “too arranged” appear­ 
ance. Select a harmonizing plate 
or bowl. And rem em ber to chill 
serving dishes 
so the 
salad 
reaches the table cold and crisp. 
Head lettuce is a good basic 
green. Use other greens to pro­ 
vide handsome contrasts in light 
and dark g r e e n . The darker 
g r e e n s of watercress, chard, 
spinach, m ustard and 
B i b b 
lettuce offer a 
pleasing 
con­ 
trast. 
Select only 
the 
freshest 
greens. Discard bruised or wilt­ 
ed portions. Carefully wash in 
cold water. Don’t soak. Drain 
thoroughly. Crisp in the refri­ 
gerator in hydrator or plastic 
bag. 
Molded salads are convenient 
because they demand little last 
minute attention. Gelatin salads 
molded in large or individual 


molds should be shapely, well 
flavored and shimmering. 
Cool gelatin mixtures to con­ 
sistency of unbeaten egg white 
before folding in other ingred­ 
ients. In this way, gelatin will 
keep the added ingredients ev­ 
enly dispersed so they neither 
float or sink. 
Do not use fresh or frozen 
pineapple or pineapple juice in 
gelatin salads. Enzyme action 
destroys the gelatin and the sa­ 
lad will not set. Scalding inacti­ 
vates this enzyme. 
When arranging fruit in lay­ 
ers, allow each to set before ad­ 
ding the next. Or arrange the 
first layer and when it is set, 
add the rest of the fruit gelatin 
all at once. 
To place a large molded salad 
in the center of the 
serving 
plate, slightly moisten the sal­ 
ad surface and the plate with 
cold water before unmolding. 
Loosen the edges with a spat­ 
ula or small knife dipped in 
warm water about Vfe inch deep 
all the way round. Quickly dip 
the mold, almost to the rim in 
warm water. For a glass mold 
use hot water. Shake gently to 
loosen the salad. You may have 
to dip it again. 
Once it is loosened, place a 
serving plate on top. Then in­ 
vert the plate and the mold and 
shake. Lift the mold carefully, 
and arrange greens around the 
edge. 
Decorative fruit salads appear 
in every course. They are a 
good choice for party refresh­ 
ments or dessert. 
Select fruits which offer con­ 
trasts in flavor, color and te- 
ture. Offset the sweetness and 
softness of canned and frozen 
fruits by combining with crisp 
tart fresh fruits. Dried fruits are 
delicious when combined with 
cream or cottage cheese.

Maple Trees

Sometimes the leaves of m a­ 
ple trees suddenly wilt and die. 
Much of this is associated with 
high w i n d s and high tem per­ 
atures at the time when new 
leaves developed. 
New growth should be nor­ 
mal. If, brown areas develop 
on new l e a v e s , It may be 
due 
to 
anthracnose 
or, 
in 
some cases, a combination of 
anthracnose and wind burn. 
Small trees recently 
trans­ 
planted, two or three years ago, 
should be fertilized with a com­ 
plete fertilizer and watered dur­ 
ing dry periods. 
These s m a l l 
trees 
a l s o 
should be sprayed with captan 
or ferbam to protect new growth 
from 
anthracnose 
and 
other 
leaf spot diseases. Large trees 
s h o u ii d be fertilized to stimu­ 
late new growth. 
• • • 
IT MAY be advisable to check 
the lower part of the trunk for 
possible winter injury. Injured 
bark will limit the amount of 
water and nutrients that can be 
translocated to the l e a v e s 
and m a k e these trees m o r e 
susceptible to scorch. 
Injury to the roots from ex­ 
trem e drought conditions in 1963 
or other conditions before them 
also may be factors in a tree’s 
present appearance.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—“ No 
fishing” signs will be up when 
Ohio delegates to the Repub­ 
lican National Convention cau­ 
cus here Monday. 
The word has gone to presi­ 
dential aspirants hunting dele­ 
gate support to stay out of Buck­ 
eye political waters. 
State Chairman Ray C. Bliss 
wants “f a v o r i t e son” Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes to lead an un­ 
committed 58-vote delegation to 
the nominating convention open­ 
ing July 13 in San Francisco. 
Bliss induced Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water of Arizona and New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller to 
forego contests for delegates in 
Ohio’s May prim ary election. 
After Rockefeller’s r e c e n t 
swing to Pennsylvania Gov. Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton for the GOP 
nomination, state headquarters 
reportedly urged keystone state 
Chairman Craig Truax to de­ 
tour Ohio. 
Scranton so far has avoided 
direct efforts to woo Ohio dele­ 
gates in his eleventh-hour quest 
for convention votes. 
The 
latest 
Ohio 
Associated 
Press delegate poll turned up 
IO votes for Scranton among 
about half the delegates declar­ 
ing their sentiments. 
Previous polls showed only 
one declared Scranton follower 
and one for former Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, a pos­ 
sible compromise nominee. 
Although Scranton appears to 
have strong support among un­ 
declared delegates, at least two 
early Coldwater backers have 
switched to Scranton, leaving 
the 
senator 
15 votes 
among 
those answering the poll. 
Bliss, 
under 
strong 
party 
urging to take over from New 
York Rep. William Miller as na 
tional chairman, wants to avoid 
t split Ohio delegation for tacti­ 
cal reasons. 
Not only would a solid dele­ 
gation enhance his substantial 
national prestige but it would 
also keep Ohio in a strong bar­ 
gaining position when the con­ 
vention showdown comes. 
With Coldwater c l a i m i n g 
enough support for a first ballot 
nomination, Ohio already hat 
missed his bandwagon, it was 
pointed out. 
But should Coldwater fail to 
win nomination in early ballot­ 
ing, Ohio would be in an advan­ 
tageous position with its big 
bloc of votes to deal with the 
likely winner. 
Ohio’s place deep in the al­ 
phabetical convention roll call 
gives Bliss and Rhodes tim e to 
assess any developing situation 
for the right choice. 
Although pledged t o cast a 
complimentary first

Rhodes as “favorite son” , Ohio 
delegates 
are 
not 
bound 
by 
statute to do so. And the unit 
rule, under which the entire 
delegation is bound by the m a­ 
jority vote, is frowned upon by 
Ohio delegations. 
A dozen or so delegates led 
by Rep. John M. Ashbrook of 
north-central Ohio’s 17th Dis­ 
trict insist they will stay with 
Coldwater until he wins nomina­ 
tion or releases them.

strategy for Bliss and 


Rhodes because any such re­ 
lease could come too late for 
Galdwater followers to join oth­ 
er delegates in boarding anoth­ 
er bandwagon. 
Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown, a delegate to former 
conventions who lost out this 
year because of his contest with 
Congressman-at - Large Robert 
Taft Jr. for the U.S. Senatorial 
nomination, has written dele­ 
gates and county chairmen urg­ 
ing support for what he calls 
conservative principles. 
Brown all but endorsed Cold­ 
water in his unsuccessful sena­

Campaign Button 
Harvest Nears 


WASHINGTON (AP)v — The 
1964 crop of political campaign 
buttons is about to bloom in full 
flower. 
It promises to surpass the 
showing of 1960, when an esti­ 
mated 200 million buttons were 
distributed to proclaim which 
candidate the wearer wanted to 
see win. 
Any casual visitor to the Re­ 
publican 
National 
Convention 
next month can pick up a chest 
full in an hour; the same will 
be true at the August convention 
of the Democrats. 
And this distinctive part of 
Americana has now come into 
its own, with the opening of a 
sprightly and scholarly display 
—complete with a torchlight pa­ 
rade—at the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution. 
For the first time, the Smith­ 
sonian’s elaborate collection of 
presidential campaign buttons, 
banners and other paraphernalia 
has been given a showplace in 
the Hall of Historic Americans 
in the magnificent new Museum 
of History and Tecnology. 
To set up the display, the 
Smithsonian curators, especial­ 
ly Herbert Collins, assistant cu­ 
rator, drew heavily from the col­ 
lection donated by Ralph E. 
Becker, 57, a Washington lawyer 
and civic leader who has spent 
more than 30 years rounding up 
scarce items. 
The 
collection, 
numbering 
around 30,000 items, reflects his 
interest in the colorful side of 
American politics. 
Why do people like to wear 
buttons, badges and the like? 
Becker told a reporter: 
“Well, there’s the m atter of 
showing allegiance. It’s a form 
of hoopla. Like a cheering squad 
it helps drum up support for the 
team .” 
The 
National 
Geographic 
Society in a study it made of 
the phenomenon of campaign 
paraphernalia, traced the origin 
back to antiquity. 
Among the findings: 
Campaign banners waved in 
ancient Athens. Supporters of 
Roman candidates scrawled slo-

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Con US. Economy Afford Peace? 


EDITOR’S NOTE — for 25 
years 
defense 
spending 
has 
buoyed the American economy. 
A whole generation of workers 
has never known any other em­ 
ployment than making arms. If 
peace 
comes, 
and 
defense 
spending drops, how can the 
shock he cushoined?

WASHINGTON (AP) —Peace, 
it’s wonderful! The question is: 
how much peace can the United 
States afford? 
One thing appears clear: 
If general peace broke out to­ 
morrow — an unlikely prospect 
— the U.S. economy would un­ 
dergo a horrible wrench in the 
absence of advance planning. 
Prof. Emile Benoit, Columbia 
University 
economist, told 
a 
Senate subcommittee that sud­ 
den, all-out peace would, in the 
absence of planning, produce an 
economic 
depression 
which 
would add 4 to 8 million workers 
to the unemployed, now about 
3.6 million. 
While there is no immediate 
prospect of general disarma­ 
ment, the economy still must 
face the question of what hap­ 


pens if there is a sharp cutback 
in defense expenditures, includ­ 
ing those for atomic weapons. 
Production of strategic wea­ 
pons systems, such as missiles, 
has apparently reached a pla­ 
teau and there are no plans for 
new, multibillion-dollar systems 
over the next five years. 
Stanford Research Institute at 
Palo Alto, Calif., has estimated: 
“If, 
without 
developing 
new 
weapons systems, we just main­ 
tain what we have, including tile 
arms of conventional forces, this 
would result in a reduction of 
$13 billion in defense funds.” 
The defense budget is presently 
around $50 billion annually. 
Though a sharp cutback in de­ 
fense spending would be a per­ 
sonal disaster for many people, 
it would not necessarily provide 
the immediate relief from taxa­ 
tion many people seem to be­ 
lieve. 
Many believe the money now 
spent on defense should be used 
to solve some of the nation’s 
major problems, such as mass 
transportation, air and water 
pollution. 
But without advance planning 


for the transition, the economy 
could have rough going for a 
time. 
In the past 25 years the United 
States has spent over $500 bil­ 
lion in the name of defense. At 
present defense spending in all 
fields accounts for roughly 9 per 
cent of the Gross National Pro­ 
duct — all income from any 
sources — which is currently es­ 
timated by the Department of 
Commerce at about $585 billion. 
There are 6.7 million people, 
including those in the armed 
forces, working at defense in 
the federal government and in 
industry — about 9 per cent of 
the nation’s entire work force. 
J. Herbert Holloman, assistant 
secreatry 
of 
commerce 
for 
science and technology, esti­ 
mates the nation’s total bill for 
research and development is $17 
billion annually. 
Of this amount, says Hollo­ 
man, “$12 billion is spent for 
such national purposes as de­ 
fense, 
space, atomic energy, 
health and less than $5 billion 
for the development of new 
products, processes and tech­ 
niques.”

Jo­ 
seph S. Clark, D-Pa., has been 
trying to find out over the past 
year and a half.

ment is aware of disarmament 
problems, it takes the position 
that it does not want to become 
a giant public works agency. 
Arthur Barber, deputy assis­ 
tant secretary of defense for 
arms control, said in an inter­ 
view. 
“The real question is what we 
expect defense procurement in 
the next five years to look like 
and the only answer to that 
question is that we don’t know. 
“If there aren’t any crises as 
there regularly have been in 
the past in Berlin or somewhere 
else — a major confrontation 
with the Soviet Union — it is 
logical to conclude that our de­ 
fense spending will be some­ 
what lower.” 
Would a sharp cutback in de­ 
fense spending necessarily lead 
to a depression? 
“My personal view is that 
there is much unfinished busi­ 
ness in this country that we can 
put this talent and resources to 
work on. The problem is how 
are we going to get organized 
to do it. 
“There are four possible way 
to use these resources and I 
think the debate is only on two 
of them. One way is to reduce 
the national debt and I’ve talked 
to many Wall Street bankers 
who agree that that is not sound 
economic policy. It tends to cre­ 
ate deflationary problems, un­ 
employment and so forth. 
“Another way, which I don’t 
think is very effective, is just 
to take public money and spend 
it for giant public works pro­ 
grams. 
“The two that I think are use­ 
ful are, 
first, 
tax 
reductions 
which will be spent by the pri­ 
vate citizen as he sees fit, both 
for consumer demand and for 
state and local taxes—to build 
better high schools and so on. 
“The last one is the question 
of what I’d like to call selective 
stimulation of the private econ­ 
omy by the federal government 
and by that I mean the use of 
federal funds on a temporary 
basis to help the private econ­ 
omy do some things it would not 
otherwise do. 
“Let me give you an example 
—and this is not federal policy. 
At the present moment our fish­ 
ing industry is in very bad 
shape. The Soviet Union and 
China are becoming the world’s 
largest fishers and, in the case 
of the Soviet Union, the most 
effective. 
“Now if, as a question of fed­ 
eral policy, we said we think it 
is in our interest to have a dy­ 
namic fishing industry—which 
could provide food perhaps to 
Africa and Latin America where 
there is a need for low-cost pro­ 
tein in their diets, then we 
might spend some money to 
build with private industry some 
effective fishing fleets. A n d I 
mean a few. 
“If it turned out that we and 
the people in the industry had
